(MR. RIDER HAGGARD'S REPORT ON LAND 
SETTLEMENT, 


Ina Blue-book issued last month Mr, Rider 
Haggard outlines a plan which he has evolved, 
for putting into practice on a large scale the 
principles that underlie the land settlements of 
the Salvation Army in the United States. 

Mr. Haggard went to inspect these settle- 
monts. in the sole of a special commissioner 
from the Colonial Office. His scheme for a 
wider application af the principles to the colo- 
nies first. stipulates that a sufficient loan be 
guarantecd by his Majesty's Government, The 
other essential conditions are :— 

Careful selection of, the settlers and of the 
land, 

Skilled and sympathetic management of both

If the Merchant’ Shipping Amendment 
Bill, which passed thrqugh committee of the 
Legislative Council yesterday, adequately 
deals with the question of junk lights it will 
certainly prove a boon to the shipping in the 
harbour. Time and again; when questions 
' of collisions have been before the Courts, in 
which junks were concerned, the chief point 
has tumed on the lights carried by .the 
native craft. ‘The Judges of. the Supreme 
Court have repeatedly animadveried on the 
character ofthe lights displayed, but without 
having legal provisions permitting the jank 
inspectors to deal - with offenders in this 
respect, the remonstrances have gone practi- 
cally unheeded. Recently a case came up 
before the Puisne Judge, the owner of a 
steam launch being sued for damages as the 
result of a collision with a junk. On that 
coccasion there was produced in Court the 
lamp which it. was alleged had been burn- 
ing brilliantly at the masthead of the junk, 
A more dilapidated specimen of a lamp 
it'would Have been impossible to imagine. 
| ‘The, wick was a piece of twine, and two sides 
of the lamp were gone. Yet the occupants 
of the junk strongly asseverated their. con- 
viction that the lamp gave a brilliant light, 
and even suggested that it was as good a 
lamp as the searchlight in front of steamers 
passing through the Suez Canal, Anybody. 
who saw this paragon among lamps would 
have laughed at the idea that such a lamp 
could have been visibleat two cables’ lengths, 
but not so the junkowner, When this de- 
generate example of a light was exhibited to 
the Court, the Puisne’ Indge remarked that 
he had frequently commented on the charac:
